He  made  me  attend  to  a  circumftance 
which  may  prove  the  definition  of  a  mea- 
dow if  not  correded.  This  is  when  the 
plantane  is  fuffered  toprfdominate  ;  wliofe 
1  irge  leaves  fo  totally  cover  the  furfnce  of 
the  ground,  that  no  other  herbage  can 
fpring  up.  He  pointed  to  my  obfervat'on 
a  meadow,  where  the  plantane  was  fpiead 
over  the  foil  and  reduced  it  to  ilerility. — 
The  fole  remedy  for  this  evil,  in  his  opi- 
nion, is  to  plough  up  the  meadow  and  fow 
it  with  grain  for  fome  years;,  and  after- 
■vards,  in  the  manner  already  defcribed, 
it  nriay  be  converted  into  meidow  again. 
Let  us  now  confider  Kliyogg's  hnfban- 
dry  in  his  grain  lands;  which,  in  the  dif- 
crift  where  he  lives,  it  is  the  general  cuf- 
tom  to  feparate  into  three  divifions.  Kli- 
yogg  has  lifteen  acres  in  each. — The  firil 
allotment  is  for  wheat;  bis  rule  is  iix 
loads  ofmanureand  thirty  bitine.s  of  wheat 
or  fpelt,  (which  la  ft  gsain  he  commonly 
prTer.»)  jor  each  acre.  The  produce  is, 
in  general,  more  than  one  hundred  flieaves.

THE   IMPORTANCE  OF  TIME. 

'*'  Time  wafted,  is  exiftence,  us'a  is  life." 
I  frequently  have  taken  the  liberiy  to  make  enquiry  of 
many  young  men  with  wJiom  I  am  acquainted,  why,  after 
the  hoars  of  bufinefs,  and  the  labour  of  the  day,  rhey  did  not 
devote  their  time  to  iome  literary  purfuit?  The  enquiry 
with  fome  h-^s  been  treated  with  contumacious  lilence,  bv 
others  with  fupercilious  contempt :  thofe  who  had 
j  enough  to  favour  me  with  an  anfwer,  generally  hsd  tiie  d 
•^  dcnce  to  impute  the  neglect  to  foiiie  caufe  very  diiiant  irom  i 
themfelves:  irora  fome,  as  a  paliiation,  I  was  told,  that  they 
had  not  a  fufficiency  of  time  tor  any  fuch  employment,  macii 
as  they  might  wiPa  to  engage  in  it,  others,  wi'ch  more  mo- 
defty  than  prudence,  have  iaiormed  me,thar,  while  at  fchot-l, 
they  were  found  to  be  of  fuch  afluggilli  and  untra6tab;e  dif-  ; 
poll  tion,  and  Ihewed  fuch  averfion  to  books  or  learning  ot  * 
any  delcripticn,  that  they  were  pronounced  by  their  tutnrs 
incapable  of  any  im.provemcnt — It  isi-iOt  to  b^\vonder:id  at, 
that  fuch  anlwers  as  thefe  fhouid  have  led  me  iato  an  error: 
oken  have  i  retired  deploring  the  lot  of  injured  i.um^nity, 
of  men  who,  by  the  cruelty  of  their  deiliiiies,"'  were  preckided 
for  ever  from  a  participation  of  thofe  enjoyments  which 
ought  to  beacceflibk  to  every  rank  or  indiv'klu:M  ofhociety  i 
— But  I  have  fmcc  difcovered,  that  my  cieaality  has  been 
impofed  upon — that  1  have  been  deceived  by  (he  fugge'lions 
of  indolence,  and  the  excufes  of  lazinefs;  for,  cAcn  putcirg 
the  queilion  to  men  who  confumed  more  than  hc'lf  of  che  day 
in  uiekfs  inactivity,  or  in  fohov^ing  with  eager nefs  the  uii- 
inLtruJtiv.^  araafement  of  the  town,  the  fame  aniwer  in  Ub- 
ftance  has  always  been  given  me, —  i^ehei-edifcover  the  fer 
tility  of  men's  imaginations  in  inve'otav;-  paiiatives  for  c^\'.:ii- ? 
eiioneous  opinions,  iriowevcr  dull  nnd  ilcpid  thefe  ;Ti£n  may 
appear  ia  the  ordinary    tranfadion^   or  i./e,  they  ieldoin  or 


never  are  at  a  lofs,  when  an  excufe   is  wanting   to  cover  a 
falfehood,  or  to  throw  an  aitificial  light  upon  the  appearance 
of  things. — Surely  that  mode  of  life  is  erroneous  where  in- 
ciividjals  purfue  no  conducl  becoming  their  dignity  as  ra- 
tional creatures,  but  appear  to  be  r^oved  to  aflipn  by  a  prin- 
ciple little  better   than  brute   inftin<5l;  the  height   of  their 
willies  is  to  fatisfy  their  fenfiual appetites,  and  the  ultimatum 
of  their  purfuits,  debauchery  and  difTipation.     I'he  man  who 
has  three  hours  in  every  day  undifpofed  of, cannot  reafonably 
urge  as  an  excufe  that  he  has  not  time  enough  on  his  hands 
j  to  devote  to  fcience  and  the  improvement  of  his  mind:  let 
I  him  refled^,  that  fo  much  wafted  every  day,  in  the  courfe  of 
j  forty  years,  becomes  an   awful  accumulation — no  lefs  than 
}  ten  year  sof his  adual  exiftence.  Ye  raidnigh  rovers !  ye  who  ri> 
I  otin  the  halls  of  difTipation,  or  in  the  cells  of  proflitution,  re- 
Pied  on  the  hours  that  ye  murder,  and  the  time  that  ye  walle 
to  no  generous  parpofe  1  As  men*  let  us  forbear   to   add  to 
pofidve  ap.d  unconquerable  difficulties,  thofe  obftacles  which 
indolence  of  irrefolution  is  ever  ready  to  invent,  and  when 
the  fatigue  of  <he  counting-houfe    (or  whatever  fituation  of 
life  we  may  be  engaged  in,)  is  over,  let  us   relax  our  minds 
by  the  pleafures  of  lludy,  and  not  m:ike  idle  excufes  that  we  [ 
I  have  not  a  fufliciency  of  time  for  fuch  employ.     Would  not 
\  youg  men  by  a6ling  in  this  manner,  approach  nearer  to  the  in. 
tention  of  Omaipotence,  than  afTerting  a  falfehood  to  palli- 
ate a  known  fault,  and  then  perhaps  immediately,  throvving; 
away  that  little  time  which  they  have,  either  in  the  unmean- 
ing buzz  of  fafliion,  the  routine  of  diffipition   and  folly,    or 
at  an  affemblage  of  human  creatures,  folicitous  only  concern 
ing  the  turn  of  a  card,  or  the  rattle  of  a  dice-box.'' 

The  pica  of  flupidity  is  likewife  grounded  in  indolence  of  i 
difpofition  :   for  of  this  i  am  fully  perfuaded,  that  hardly  any  | 
tafk  is  too  fevere,  or  any  obftacle  too  great,  for  human  per-  J 
feverance   to  conquer.      There  are  many   men    unacqainted  \ 
with  the  extent  of  their  own  powers,  and  when  the  fmalieil  i 
accident  obft ruils  their  progrels  they  retire  coward-like  from  j 
j  a  commendable  purfuir,  when,  perhaps,   hM  they  the  for- 
I  titude  to  try  what  refolution  is  capable  of  efrec\ing,  the  col. 
lifion  of  attion  with  their   torpid   intelietfl  might  awaken 
them  to  rigour  and  to  life.   Thofe  metallic  fubftances,  which, 
by  the  denfity  of  their  natare,  are  lead  fufceptible  of  impref- 
fion,  retain  it,  when  once  made,  much  longer  than  thofe  cf  ?  ■ 
more  penetrable  texture. — I  have  obferved,  that  the  analogy  i 
j  ftrongly  exilfs  between  the  human  mind:  children,   whole  [ 
I  inert  comprehenfions  seemed  to.  defy  the  united  efforts  of  art 
I  and  induftry,  have  by  unremitting  perfeverance,  become  great 
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and  i'luftrious  charaders  The  hum^n  mind  feems  to  retain 
images  in  proportion  to  the  difficulty  of  imprelTing  them  : 
yet  it  does  not  follow,  the  fprighllinefs  of  difpofuion,  quick- 
nefs  in  reply,  and  pertinacity  of  vcit,  in  children,  are  prefa- 
ges  ot  their  becoming  paragons  of  excellence  when  men  ;  but 
it  often  happens,  either  through  flattery,  or  other  caufes, 
that  they  ceafe  their  literary  purfuits,  contented  with  what 
they  have  already  acquired.  A  certain  portion  of  VVifdom 
(ilrange  as  the  hypothefis  may  appear)  feems  to  be  within 
the  reac'^  (f  every  man  who  is  determined  to  acquire  it. 
Some  obtain  the  neplus  ultra  at  an  early  period,  while  o- 
thers  attain  it  only  after  intenfenefs  of  application  and  fe ve- 
rity of  lludy.  The  human  mind  can  be  compared  to  the  earth, 
which  will  remain  barren  and  fteri'e  to  thofe  who  are  indo- 
lent and  ungrateful  enough  not  to  ftudy  its  cultivation.  De- 
fervedly  punifhed  is  that  man  who  retires  to  his  tomb  with 
the  ignorance  of  a  barbarian  ;  who  when  living,  let  the  op- 
portunities of  inllrudlion  efcape,  and  treated  with  indignant 
fcorn  the  republic  of  letters. 

However  fruitfulnefs  of  imagination  and  promptimde  of 
excufe  may  furnifti  us  with  expedients  to  deceive  each  other, 
at  the  great  day  of  retributive  juftice,  fuch  fallacies  will 
be  of  no  avail.  When  the  great  Judge  (hall  enquire  in 
what  manner  they  employed  their  time  when  in  a  corpo- 
ral ftate,  and  their  confcienee  muft  td\  them  that  they 
wilfully  pruftituted  it  at  the  fnrine  of  diffipation  and  foily  ; 
what  mercy  can  they  expeft,  after  having  wantonly  deltroy- 
ed  one  of  his  beft  gifts  ? 

Iherefore,  as  an  exoneration!  to  fay,  tbat  after  the  hours 
of  bufinefs,  we  have  not  time  enough  upon  our  hands 
to  cultivate  our  minds,  is  not  defencibie  by  reafon,  but 
repugnant  to  common  fenfe:  He  who  knowingly  murders 
the  fleeting  moments  as  they  pafs,  connot  repine  at  the 
punifhment,  becaufe  he  previoufly  kaew  the  penalty.
